The petitions were submitted to Shropshire Council’s protecting and enhancing our 
environment committee on Monday. 

Councillors agreed a safe crossing would be one of the first to be considered under Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s new road safety policy framework, a strategy which gives added weight to 
campaigns that highlight community con¬ 


cern and have parish councils’ backing. 

The campaign received widespread sup¬ 
port in Gobowen after the Safer Roads Part¬ 
nership in West Mercia, who have sited a 
speed van on the road on a regular basis 
since October 2011, revealed about 1,300 
motorists a day are breaking the 30mph 
speed limit on the road. 

Speeding 

Parents taking their children to Gobowen 
Primary School said the high level of speed¬ 
ing had become a huge problem. 

Claire Edwards, who walks her six-year- 
old daughter Cassie along St Martins Road 
to school, said: “The cars only slow down 
when the speed van is there. 

“You can tell when the speed van is not 
there because the cars come flying along. 

“The council know there is a problem 
here crossing the road because my mum 
Hazel Edwards was the lollipop lady here 
for 30 years. 

“A lot of older children walk to school 
without their parents and your heart is in 
your mouth when you see the kids trying to 
cross St Martins Road.” 

Bridget Laraway, who crosses St Martins 
Road with eight-year-old Ben and Katy, six, 
said the driving was atrocious on the road. 

“We have had lollipop patrols but a cross-

ing is a long term and sustainable alterna¬ 
tive. I think having a crossing here would 
make people more aware of the speed they 
are doing and help bring down the speed of 
traffic.” 

Steve Jones, who crosses St Martins Road 
with his six-year-old son Finlay, said: “I 
went to the council meeting on Monday and 
things seem very promising.” 

Grandfather Malcolm Titley, who takes 
his seven-year-old granddaughter Emily 
Williams to school along St Martins Road, 
said: “I went to the council meeting on Mon¬ 
day night and they said they would do some¬ 
thing and we have to make sure that they 
do.” 

Donna St John, who walks along St Mar¬ 
tins Road to take seven-year-old son Joseph 
and four-year-old daughter Jessica to 
school, said: “I have seen cars leave the road 
and hit a telegraph pole and a lamppost in 
two separate crashes along St Martins 
Road. A crossing is badly needed.” 

And Barry Williams, who uses St Martins 
Road to take six-year-old son Jack to school 
and four-year-old son Dylan to pre-school, 
said: “They could use just a portion of the 
money the speed vans make on fines to pay 
for the crossing.”

Protest at 
housing 
plans near

egy.” 

The chamber says that 
the local economy will 
become increasingly depend¬ 
ent on income from tourism 
in the coming years, taking 
advantage of the many local 
attractions.

Mike Harris, 49, the former owner of telecommunications 
business Total Network Solutions, had panicked as he sped 
along the A483 between Arddleen and Welshpool on Janu¬ 
ary 31 last year when the car followed him for 11 miles. 


National Grid 
unveils details 
of power plan 

NATIONAL Grid has revealed it expects to 
use both overhead pylons and underground 
cables to carry power from windfarms 
through Shropshire and Mid Wales to the 
main electricity network. 

Officials at the power firm have unveiled 
their plan in their spring 2013 newsletter, 
which is being distributed to households 
affected by the controversial plans. 

Campaigners had hit out at plans to run 
a trail of pylons through the Shropshire and 
Mid Wales countryside, claiming it would 
spoil the area. 

National Grid wants to build a 400,000- 
volt electricity line across the Shropshire 
border to feed the electricity generated from 
windfarms in Mid Wales into the national 
power network. 

It plans to construct an electricity substa¬ 
tion at Cefn Coch west of Welshpool, from 
where overhead lines and possibly some 
underground cables, will travel via 
Llansanttfraid, south of Llanymynech, and 
Oswestry to Lower Frankton. There it will 
join the National Grid’s main network 
which runs north south through Shropshire. 

In the newsletter National Grid said: 
“Based on our assessments to date, we 
expect the connection to be a combination 
of overhead and underground. 

“We understand people have concerns 
about overhead lines, and would prefer us to 
construct the connection underground, but 
visual effect is just one of the factors we 
must consider.” 


Harris, of Middletown, near Welshpool, 
told Welshpool Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day, that The New Saints’ The Venue home 
ground had been targeted by professional 
thieves twice in December 2011. 

He said that after locking up at The 
Venue on January 31, 2012, he was driving 
home in his white Nissan Qashqai at 
9.50pm through Llanymynech when a car 
began following him, causing him to believe 
he was being followed by the burglars who 
he worried would demand the keys to The 
Venue’s safe. 

Concerns 

Harris admitted a charge of driving at 
91.88mph in a 60mph zone at an earlier 
hearing, but appeared at the court on Tues¬ 
day for a special reasons hearing to avoid a 
ban. Magistrates listened to his concerns 
that he was being followed and agreed he 
had special reasons for driving at the speed. 

They gave him three points on his 
licence, a £350 fine and ordered him to pay 
£60 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Mr Peter Swanson, chair of the bench, 
said: “We understand that The Venue had 
been targeted by professional thieves twice 
in the weeks leading up to this offence. 

“You tried to speed to see if the car would 
pull you over and it would be the police, but 
instead it carried on following for 11 miles 
before finally pulling you over. The only 
thing that troubles us is that when you 
were finally pulled over you didn’t tell the 
police you thought they were the burglars.” 

Harris said: “I was planning on driving to 
Shrewsbury Police Station as it is the clos¬ 
est manned station. The reason I never told 
the police my fears when I was pulled over 
was because Mr Nasty Cop gave me a dress¬ 
ing down and I didn’t want to anger him.” 

Mr Robert Blakemore, prosecuting, asked 
Harris, why he hadn’t used his mobile 
phone to call the police. He answered: “ I 
don’t have a hands free set and I would’ve 
been here again for committing another 
motoring offence.”

A conversation between Pam Honeyman 
from Monty’s Brewery, at Montgomery and 
Scott Davies from Hilltop Honey, Newtown 
resulted in 30 casks - 2,160 pints - of Hill¬ 
top Golden Honey Ale being brewed. 

The beer, which had alcohol content of 3.6 
per cent, sold out within 10 days as cus¬ 
tomers across Mid and North Wales and as 


far away as Manchester found it to their 
taste. Hilltop Honey supplied four kilos of 
honey for the brew. 

Such was the success of the trial that both 
businesses plan to repeat the collaboration 
to produce a second batch of the honey beer 
for next January. 

“The beer wasn’t overly sweet, but the 
honey gave it a nice, rounded finish,” said 
Pam. “It was a nice beer to drink after the 
excesses of Christmas and we plan to repeat 
it for next January.”

Man jailed for 
raiding home 

A 23-YEAR-old man who took part in the 
‘cowardly’ ransacking of a woman’s home 
in Ellesmere has been jailed for 16 months.

Upon 
entering the property she found it had been 
trashed both upstairs and downstairs.” 

Debra White, mitigating, said Jones 
believed he had been receiving threats from 
the woman and the attack was not pre¬ 
mediated. Judge Robin Onions said: “It was 
an attack against a vulnerable victim.”

NICO'S 
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Crackdown for 
drivers flouting 
law on seatbelts 


POLICE in Powys have 
started a new campaign 
urging people to belt up 
when they are out and 
about on the roads. 

The All Wales Seatbelt 
Campaign will see officers 
cracking down on motorists 
and passengers who refuse 
to belt up. 

Officers will be on patrol 
stopping and fining drivers 
and passengers of all ages 
who flout the law. 

Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble Carl Langley said: 
“Wearing a seat belt is such 
a simple, easy thing to do. 
As police officers, we see 
the consequences of driving 
without a seatbelt all too 
often at crash scenes. 

“While you will face a 
fine if you are caught with¬ 
out your seatbelt on, the 
key message we are trying 
to get across is that wear¬ 
ing a seatbelt really could 
mean the difference 
between life and death - - 
and that applies just as 
much to passengers as it 
does to drivers. 

“It’s such a simple act to 
carry out and we will con¬ 


tinue to work closely with 
our partners in tackling 
these issues.” 

Motorists and passengers 
caught out in the crack¬ 
down could receive a £60 
fixed penalty notice or be 
summoned to court where 
they could face fines of up 
to £500. 

Susan Storch, chairman 
of Road Safety Wales said: 
“We want to encourage peo¬ 
ple to recognise the dangers 
of not wearing a seatbelt 
and we know that there are 
still people across Wales 
who are taking that risk. 

“Wearing a seatbelt can 
mean the difference 
between life and death so 
drivers and passengers 
need to realise the impor¬ 
tance of belting up not only 
for their own safety but for 
others also.” 

The enforcement cam¬ 
paign will run throughout 
Wales until March 24. 

January 31 this year was 
the 30th anniversary of the 
law requiring all drivers to 
wear their seatbelts. 


Judge dismisses appeal of 
man with 'appalling' record

“The stringent acquisition process 
ensures the new stores are positioned in the 
right location and fit Poundland’s customer 
profile.” 

She said Poundland would release more 
details as soon as all the details had been 
confirmed. 

Oswestry has seen the loss of a number of 
big name stores over the past few months, 
with Cross Street losing Peacocks, Bon 


Marche and Burtons. Councillor Paul Milner 
of Oswestry Town Council said it would be 
good to see an empty shop filled again. 

He said: “After hearing that Poundland 
may be coming to Oswestry to open one of 
its branches I think it will be good to see an 
empty shop occupied in the town centre. 
Especially in Cross Street where there are a 
few empty properties at the moment. 

“Let’s hope this encourages more busi¬ 
nesses to look at Oswestry as a town to bring 
their brands. 

“This will also bring much-needed 
employment for the people of Oswestry 
which can only be a good thing for the 
town.”

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Vandalism 
and theft 
at lights 
costs £2k 

A SET of temporary traffic 
lights has been targeted by 
vandals three times in the 
last month costing the tax¬ 
payer £2,200. 

The traffic lights, which 
were on the A4558 at Foel, 
near Welshpool, while road¬ 
works were being carried 
out, were vandalised twice 
before the industrial sized 
batteries - worth £760 - 
were stolen. 

Powys County Council 
said as well as costing the 
taxpayer money, it is also 
worried about the safety of 
road users who approach 
damaged traffic lights. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, 
cabinet member for high¬ 
ways, said the council is now 
asking residents and drivers 
to report anything suspi¬ 
cious at sets of lights. 

He said: “The set of lights, 
approximately 1.5 miles 
west of Foel are in place at 
the request of the Welsh 
Government after an issue 
with the highway was iden¬ 
tified. They have been tar¬ 
geted three times in the past 
month with the batteries 
being stolen and cables 
being cut, costing approxi¬ 
mately £2,200 to repair the 
damage and replace the bat¬ 
teries. 

“Last week, the batteries 
were stolen from the lights 
that are located from the 
A458 by the Glanymorfa 
junction, near Llangadfan. 
The cost to replace the bat¬ 
teries will be £760. “

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School safety measures deserve a pat on back 


IT’S not often that councils get praise in 
this column but Shropshire County Council 
can take a bow this week. 

Highways bosses have given their bless¬ 
ing to revised traffic arrangements outside 
the county’s first all-through school at St 
Martins and there is more than a hint that 
help is on the way for worried parents at 
Gobowen too. 

Parents at St Martins were concerned 
about parking when picking up and drop¬ 
ping off children and as a result planners 
redesigned their plans to include a drop¬ 
off/pick-up area and a one-way traffic flow. 

There will also be improved paths for 
walkers and a mini roundabout near the 
school to ease congestion. 

This is great news for parents and down 
the road at Gobowen more good news is on 
the horizon. 

More than 750 people signed petitions 
calling for a pedestrian crossing on St Mar¬ 
tins Road, Gobowen amid worries that 



speeding traffic along the main route will 
lead to a fatal accident. The petitions were 
submitted to Shropshire Council’s protect¬ 
ing and enhancing our environment com¬ 
mittee on Monday when councillors agreed 
a crossing would be considered. 

As parents and grandparents we all need 
to know that our children are safe on their 
way to school. Shropshire’s councillors are 
showing they understand the situation. 

WITHIN days of Oswestry’s big snowfall, 
around a month ago, three vast areas of pot¬ 


holes in Trefonen Road, alongside Oswestry 
School, were quickly and efficiently covered 
by three equally large patches of fresh tar¬ 
mac. 

Last week, further up Trefonen Road, 
badly rutted edge of road gutters that had 
been gouged out by fast flowing rain water, 
were equally given the shiny new tarmac 
infill treatment, along with several more 
potholes getting covered by big patches of 
the black stuff. 

But the work noticeably stopped at Tre¬ 
fonen because gouged out gutters, plus frost 
created potholes beyond that, were left 
untouched. Now you don’t think it’s any¬ 
thing to do with the fact that some very 
prominent councillors live in Trefonen, do 
you.

WHEN Toni Godophin’s son was 
having problems at school she 
struggled to get to the root of the 
problem. 

Eventually her nine-year old confessed 
that he was fed up of pupils teasing him 
about his mum’s size.

“Every week they were there with a 
recipe or shopping tip and if I was strug¬

I still enjoy all my 
favourite meals but I’ve learned how to 
make small changes like using lean meat to 
make my own burgers or cooking spray 
instead of oil or butter for home-made oven 
chips. It fits in really well with the rest of 
my family - we enjoy the same meals and 
we all feel tons better.”

CAN HUSBAND’S COMPANY’S ASSETS FORM PART OF 
FINANCIAL CONSIDERATIONS IN DIVORCE? 

Q: I have recently commenced divorce proceedings against my husband of 25 years. My husband owns a company of which he is in sole control. The 
company has substantial assets. Can the company’s assets be taken into consideration in our financial settlement? 

A: A duly incorporated company is a legal entity wholly separate from those who incorporate it, with rights and liabilities of its own. 

Despite this, it became standard practice in family courts for assets held by a company under the sole control of a spouse to be treated as assets belonging 
to that spouse, providing that no-one with a real interest in the assets of the company would be prejudiced as a result. 

But a recent Court of Appeal decision in 2012 (Petrodel Resources Ltd & Ors v Prest & Ors) said that the standard practice was wrong and should no longer 
be followed. The Court decided that it should no longer be open to Family Judges to make an order against property owned by a company purely on the 
basis that one of the spouses is a 100% or majority shareholder in the company. The Court can only take this approach if in addition there exists, on the 
facts of the case, relevant impropriety. The relevant wrongdoing must be in the nature of a fraudulent or dishonest misuse of the corporate personality of the 
company to conceal the true facts (i.e. extent of the spouse’s wealth). 

The Supreme Court heard the appeal on Petrodel on 5th and 6th March 2013 and the judgement is eagerly awaited by family lawyers as it will clarify 
the stance to be adopted in cases where one spouse is in control of a company. As this is clearly an evolving area of law you should seek the advice of a 
specialist Family Solicitor to discuss the issue further.

What I had to do was rent private 
which was at a costing of £500 a month 
which is a lot to come out of someone’s 
wages. 

I just could not afford it, with having 
to pay rent, council tax and the usual 
household bills, with two children to 
provide for. 

I then had to move into a one bed¬ 


room flat and my children would share 
the bedroom whilst I slept on the sofa. 

Since the government has changed 
its policy, I have been flooded with 
offerings of three-bedroomed housing 
and have been receiving offers of six 
houses at a time. At last I can give my 
children a decent home. 

Desperation 

I do not condemn anyone who claims 
disability as a help to meet their 
unavoidable needs but when I was 
looking in desperation for a home for 
my family it was mission impossible 
because I worked. Even though on a 
low wage the fact that I worked ren¬ 
dered me ‘unhelpable’. 

At the time I knew of drug addicts 
and alcoholics who claimed housing 


benefit due to being classed as disabled 
and they were rattling around in three 
sometimes four bedroomed houses all 
paid for by someone else. 

This is my issue with people who 
reckon this move by the government as 
some sort of new tax. 

It seems to many of us that a lot of 
people feel that this country owes them 
the right to free money because of the 
negative impact their own personal 
choices have on their lives; addictions, 
obesity or irresponsible procreation. 

The so-called “bedroom tax” is 
merely an attempt to share resources 
and limited social housing more fairly 
amongst everyone who needs help.

Passengers in 
pass amnesty 

A CLAMPDOWN on illegal bus travel passes has been launched, with 
an amnesty on anyone with out-of-date card running until April 13. 

However, come April 14, anyone in the Welshpool area with an out-of-date pass will be 
prevented from travelling unless they pay up, Powys County Council has confirmed. 

The clampdown has been launched by the Welsh Government and all ticket machines 
on local bus services will be adapted. “To allow drivers and customers to become familiar 
with the process, an amnesty will be in place until April 13 when a pass holder can continue 
travelling on a public service bus for free, even if their pass has been cancelled,” confirmed

Gas reminder 
for appliances 

MID Wales and West Fire Service is urging 
people in the Welshpool area to check that 
their cooking appliances are not emitting 
dangerous levels of carbon monoxide. 

Bosses have issued an appeal calling on 
people to check their appliances regularly. 

A spokesman for the fire service said car¬ 
bon monoxide could be found in the smoke 
coming from solid-fuel, wood or oil-burning 
appliances. Paraffin heaters in poor condi¬ 
tion can also be a source of CO. 

He said CO may be present if there is a 
sooty or yellow-brown staining on or 
around the appliance, if smoke can be seen 
or smelt or if there is excessive condensa¬ 
tion in the room where the appliance is 
installed. 

He added that blackening of the china 
clay radiant of gas fires was another sign of 
poor combustion.

During this time, holders are advised to 
double check that their pass is in date. 

“From Sunday, April 14, if the ticket 
machine indicates that a pass has been can¬ 
celled, then the driver will ask the pass 
holder to pay the normal fare,” confirmed 
the spokesman. 

“If the passenger does not wish to pay the 
fare, they may be refused travel.” 

From April 14, if the ticket machine indi¬ 
cates that a pass has been cancelled, the 
traveller will be asked to pay or get off. 

Pass holders are asked to contact Powys 
County Council using the phone number at 
the back of the pass so a new one can be 
issued. 

If they have two or more passes they 
should use the one with the highest two- 
digit number. Passes with a lower issue 
number will have been cancelled and will 
not be valid for travel, so should be disposed 
of or returned to the council. 

Welshpool area residents who have 
reached their 60th birthday or qualify as 
disabled are issued passes by their local cash 
office. 

To claim a pass, take a National Insur¬ 
ance number card or official document 
showing your National Insurance number; 
a utility bill to confirm address; driving 
licence or birth certificate or passport to 
prove your age. A photo will be taken at the 
council office.

WELSHPOOL’S light railway 
is set to mark its 50th 
anniversary with the start of 
the new tourist season on the 
weekend of April 6 and 7. 

Volunteers at the Welshpool and 
Llanfair Light Railway have been 
working all winter replacing 700 
metres of line and even clearing a land¬ 
slide. 

The railway opened as a tourist line 
on April 6, 1963, seven years after its 
closure in 1956 by British Railways. 

Highlights of the weekend include 
storyboards displayed throughout the

trains describing how the railway has 
evolved and a real ale bar with a spe¬ 
cially-brewed Anniversary Ale, and hot 
food available all day. 

While the trains might not have been 
running over the winter, much work 
has been going on behind the scenes 
both on the line and its rolling stock, to 
ensure everything is in the best possi¬ 
ble condition for the anniversary sea¬ 
son. 

A small but dedicated track team of 
staff and volunteers has replaced 700 


metres of line on a stretch east of 
Cyfronydd station. 

The line has been relaid with new 
Polish S30 rail on hardwood sleepers, 
while the work also required extensive 
new drainage works and, in places, 
building retaining walls to strengthen 
embankments. 

General Manager Terry Turner 
said: “The extra work this winter was 
a tough call but, thanks to the deter¬ 
mination of our regular track volun¬ 
teers, the railway will open as planned 
on Good Friday.”

he did not return to alcohol abuse.

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, told the 
court that Hughes and two other men had 
punched Mr Downes, causing him to fall to 
the ground, close to the Wetherspoon’s pub 
in Oswestry. He was knocked out either by 
a punch or the fall and the men continued 
to kick and punch him on the ground. 

Mr Downes suffered a broken leg, 
chipped tooth and cuts and the court heard 
that he had lost a significant amount in lost 
wages and costs. 

The court heard that Hughes had 18 pre¬ 
vious court appearances for 31 offences and 
had served a prison sentence for robbery. 

Mr Stephen Scully, defending, said 
Hughes knew a prison sentence was 
inevitable.

Mega dairy inquiry told of 
health and welfare concerns 


CONCERNS over animal welfare, public health and visual impact for 
Powis Castle were voiced in the final day of a planning inquiry over 
proposals to build a 1,000 cow dairy farm near Welshpool. 

Farmer Fraser Jones wants to expand Lower Leighton Farm to include a ‘mega dairy’ 
which would house 1,000 cattle next to Leighton Primary School. 

It included three large buildings, a fodder storage unit, two slurry stores and a water 
storage tower. 

Last Friday final submissions were given at the inquiry held at Powys County Council’s 


Neuadd Maldwyn building in Severn Street, 
Welshpool. 

The planning inspector will now take up 
to seven weeks to make a decision which 
will then be sent to the Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

Meyric Lewis, on behalf of World Society 
for the Protection of Animals, asked for the 
application to be refused as the society had 
‘serious concerns over the welfare of dairy 
animals’ and that the development posed ‘a 
risk to public health’. 

He said: “It is WSPA’s case that an 
assessment of the impact of the proposed 
development on environmental well-being 
cannot be properly made without consider¬ 
ation of its detrimental impacts on animal 
welfare and public health.” 

He said the development would be likely 
to cause ‘unnecessary suffering to the ani¬ 
mals’. 

Brian Smith, on behalf of the Country¬ 
side Council for Wales and The National 
Trust told the inquiry the development 
would affect heritage sites including views 
from Powis Castle. 

“Powis Castle and its gardens are unique 
and valuable heritage assets not just to 
Wales but also to the UK and internation¬ 
ally,” he said. 

“This proposal would undoubtedly have 
a negative impact on the views to the site 
across the Severn Valley accepted by all par¬ 
ties as falling within the setting of those

assets. That impact would be unacceptable 
in both legal and policy terms and would in 
itself justify a refusal in this case.” 

Mr Hugh Wyn Williams, on behalf of 
Campaign Against Leighton Farm Expan¬ 
sion, asked for a refusal. 

He said this was on grounds of health of 
near-by school children, impact on local 
landscape and buildings including the 
‘Welsh gem’ Leighton Estate and noise. 

Michael Bedford, a barrister instructed 
by Powys County Council, gave concerns 
over the effect it could have on Powis Castle 
and Gardens, Offa’s Dyke and Leighton 
Hall estate. 

Niall Blackie, for the application, said 
there were no welfare issues, that the 
change in the landscape would be ‘slight’ 
and there would be no problem with ammo¬ 
nia levels. He said there was no evidence to 
prove school pupil numbers would drop and 
that the development would be far enough 
away from Powis Castle and Gardens. 

He asked the inspector recommend per¬ 
mission be granted. 

“Animal welfare should not be an issue 
now,” he said. 

“If unnecessary suffering than a prosecu¬ 
tion can be made. 

“The welfare is not a debate for this 
inquiry. The welfare issue is a matter for the 
police and RSPCA.”

cystic kidney disease. 

Mrs Cooper, who lives in Wellington with 
her husband, a former headteacher at 
Marches School in Oswestry, said: “I was 
about 20 and undertaking my nursing train¬ 
ing when I was diagnosed with polycystic 
kidney disease.

In papers lodged with Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, a report from its highways department 
says the transport arrangements outside 
the school, which will be built on the cur¬ 
rent Rhyn Park site, will ‘present challenges 
during the peak periods when pupils arrive 
and depart from the school site either by 
walking, cycling, car, bus or taxi’. 

The report said: “As with the vast major¬ 
ity of school sites in Shropshire, these peak 
periods are difficult to manage although 
they tend to occur over relatively short time 
periods. 

“The amalgamation of two schools to a 
single site therefore heightens the need to 
give careful consideration to these peak 
periods and how best to manage them to 
mitigate/reduce pedestrian/highway safety 
issues both within the school site itself and 
outside of the school premises.” 

The school opened in September after the 
merger between Rhyn Park secondary 
school and Ifton Heath primary school. 

But classes are continuing to run on both 
school sites until a new larger campus is 
built on the Rhyn Park site which should be 
ready to open by September 2014.

Welcome for 
road repairs 

A REDUCTION in traffic noise has been 
welcomed by residents by villagers at Pant 
and Llanymynech.

Councillor Paul Milner said elderly resi¬ 
dents of sheltered and supported housing 
complexes such as Florence Court and 
Abraham Court were unable to use the 
buses because the routes were too far away. 

He said: “They can’t walk a great dis¬ 
tance and can’t afford taxis. Some of them 
are prisoners in their own homes.” 

Councillor Saffron Rainey said people 
from outlying villages who work in Oswes¬ 
try had transport problems in the evening, 
with the bus to Llansantffraid leaving Os¬ 
westry at 5.10pm. He said he was disappoin¬ 
ted at the service between Shropshire and 
Wales, especially Oswestry to Llangollen. 
Town mayor Martin Bennett said timetable 
information at some bus stops was poor. 

Mr Harrison said he would take the com¬ 
ments back to Shropshire Council and the 
bus operators.

The CIC is a limited com¬ 
pany made up of local busi¬ 
ness people and councillors. 

The Ellesmere CIC 
includes Lincoln McMullan, 
chairman of Ellesmere 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
Alan Clarke, town mayor. 

The company has stepped 
in to prevent an outside firm 
from running the market 
hall. 

It is not known how much 
money the market is losing. 

The CIC plans to intro¬ 
duce events including farm¬ 
ers’ markets to get more 
people using the site. 

Once the move is com¬ 
plete Shropshire Council 
will still be responsible for 
bringing the hall up to 
scratch. 

Mr McMullan said they 
had plans to redecorate the 
building and install a 
kitchen. He said: “We are 
nearly there and everything 
is pretty much finalised.

Future homes 
fear for town 

OSWESTRY could get more than its fair 
share of new housing because of how a draft 
planning document has been drawn up, 
councillors have claimed. 

They fear Oswestry would have to take 
the extra houses if smaller market towns 
are unable to deliver the allocations sug¬ 
gested in draft policies in Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s Site Allocations and Management of 
Development (SAMDev) plan. 

The draft policies, which are currently 
out for consultation, say Shropshire’s mar¬ 
ket towns, excluding Shrewsbury, will have 
to provide a further 6,124 houses by 2026. 

But planning consultant Brian Smith, 
who is helping put together Oswestry Town 
Council’s response to the consultation, told 
members last week that the allocation pro¬ 
posal could pose a danger to the town. 

Mr Smith said: “If we are put together 
with other smaller market towns but they 
fail to deliver, they may look elsewhere and 
they may well look towards Oswestry.” 


ing, would be a CCTV co-ordinator. 

Mr Preston told councillors one of the 
main issues for the future would be over 
how the CCTV system is funded. 

He said the cost of the system was met by 
a partnership of various bodies including 
the town council. But he warned if any of 
the partners dropped their level of funding, 
that could cause an issue for the town coun¬ 
cil because the fibre optics and maintenance 
contracts were in the council’s name. 

Forward 

Mr Preston said the way forward would 
be to investigate the cost of upgrading the 
CCTV system and where cameras should be 
sited so they are as effective as possible. 

Councillor Chris Schofield said the coun¬ 
cil had asked for figures on the impact of the 
cameras on crime levels but they had not 
been made available. 

Councillor Bill Benyon, who has been a 
member of a team who monitor the cameras 
in Oswestry, insisted the cameras were a 
huge boost in the fight against crime. 

“They are fantastic. When we first 
brought them in they pushed the crime 
rates up but we were detecting crimes we 
otherwise would not have had,” he said. 

Councillor Steve Haworth, a former 
police officer, said CCTV was a useful tool if 
used properly. He also said suitable hard 
drives had to be installed so images could be 
stored properly and used in evidence.

Chairman of the delivery group Nick 
Heard, said: “We now want to get the part¬ 
nership formally established as soon as we 
can. 

“The only requirements from the Big 
Lottery are that there must be a minimum 
of eighth members on the partnership, and 
at least 51 per cent of them must live or 
work in our Big Local programme area. 

“We expect eventually to have quite a lot 
more members than this. 

“We need to make sure that there is good 
representation from each of the three com¬ 
munities, and from as many sections of our 
communities as possible - young people, 
older people, businesses, faith groups, and 
so on. 

“We hope that some of the people who 
attended the meeting will decide to come on 
board and take an active part as community 
representatives straight away, although it 
will also be possible to join the partnership 
at a later stage as well.” 

The £1 million funding will be spent in 
the three villages over a 10 year period. 

The villages were among the first wave of 
Big Local programmes to be announced by 
lottery bosses. 

There are now a total of 150 Big Local 
programmes in England. 

The programme helps communities 
which in the past have missed out on lottery 
funding.

Mr Nicholson said it was an ambitious 
project. 

Education 

“The idea is to set up the community 
interest company and lobby to buy the for¬ 
mer Regal cinema,” he said. 

“The idea is to buy it for the town to be 
used as a multi-purpose centre for music, 
theatre, community and education use and 
so on. 

“It is a great scheme. The time for such a 
scheme has come. 

“The aim is to establish a right to buy 
this and renovate it. 

“It is a very expensive project, I wouldn’t 
like to say how much it will cost.” 

He said the cost would go on renovation 
and equipment for inside. 

“Once the community interest company 
has been established people can join the 
project,” he said. 

A meeting about the initiative is planned 
to be held soon.

Project is 
launched 
for Welsh 
journals 

A HIGHLY ambitious proj¬ 
ect that has made available 
online hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pages of Welsh his¬ 
torical newspapers free of 
charge has been launched. 

The National Library of 
Wales’ Historical Newspa¬ 
pers and Journals Project is 
digitising historical Welsh 
newspapers and journals, 
some dating back to the 
early 19th century, using the 
latest digital technology. 

The scheme began in 2009 
and 600,000 pages are now 
publicly available completely 
free of charge. 

The Welsh Government 
has provided £2 million to 
the £3 million project which 
is digitising all of the 
National Library’s paper 
holdings of out-of-copyright 
newspapers and journals, 
generally those published in 
Wales up to 1911 and com¬ 
prising hundreds of different 
titles. 

The aim is to create an 
easily accessible teaching 
and research library for 
schools, universities and 
home users relating to the 
culture, history and identity 
of Wales. 

The scheme was officially 
launched by Heritage Minis¬ 
ter Huw Lewis. He said: “I 
am delighted the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment has been able to 
provide £2 million of support 
to this significant project 
that will be the largest body 
of searchable text relating to 
Wales.”

it's cold comfort for bees

IT’S official, yesterday the tilt of the Earth’s 
axis was inclined neither away from nor 
towards the Sun, the centre of the Sun being 
in the same plane as the Earth’s equator. In 
other words, it was the equinox and we 
entered spring. 

Spring is traditionally a time of warmer days, birth and 
new life and buds and blooms. The problem, as we are all 
well aware, is that spring is a very fickle season and we have 
yet to hit it as far as temperatures go. This is often not a 
problem for plants, as they can delay the opening of their 
buds for warmer days, hopefully, just around the corner. But 
it does present a problem for over-wintering animals, who 
simply can’t wait or sleep for much longer. 

Add to that the fact that some hibernating species are 
already suffering declines at the best of times and you begin 
to hope for warmer temperatures with a somewhat fervent 
longing. One such creature is the bumblebee. 

Much has been made of the decline of this industrious 
insect in the last few decades and for good reason. More 
than 80 per cent of the total land area of Britain is used for 
agriculture and as any GCSE geographer will/should know, 
since the Second World War, government policy and result¬ 
ing economic pressure has driven an intensification of agri¬ 
culture with an acceleration of mechanisation. Therefore 
much land that was previously considered to be of border¬ 
line profitability (especially wet grassland, the bumblebee’s 
preferred habitat), and frequently allowed to remain rela¬ 
tively undisturbed, has been reclaimed for cultivation. 

Be that as it may, there are organisations and individuals 
doing what they can to prevent the extinction of our 20 or 
so species of bumblebee, going some way in reversing the 
60 per cent decline in numbers since the 70s. Planting the 
right flowers in both gardens and field margins and pro¬ 
tecting and rejuvenating wild flower meadows is key. 

One of the few flowers out and about at this time of the 
year, is one that is usually overlooked. However, under 
scrutiny it is a beautiful organism and a great friend of the 
bumblebees. Queen bees are already leaving their hiberna¬ 


tion quarters and searching out a new nest site. But they 
do of course need fuel to do this and one of their most 
important flowers is the red dead nettle. 

Sting 

Dead nettles are zygomorphic flowers (meaning they can 
be split down only one mirror plane, like a human face) with 
a top hood-like petal, two lower lip petal lobes and minute 
fang-like lobes between. 

Though superficially similar to a nettle in appearance, 


they are not related and do not sting, hence the name ‘dead- 
nettle’. They rival the best orchids in miniature and are 
really worth a closer look. If all that wasn’t enough for you, 
the young plants have edible tops and leaves which make 
for a pleasant addition to any stir-fry as a spring vegetable. 
They are also good in salads, above which perhaps I could 
suggest a fitting drizzle of honey dressing.

Mazda delivers more zoom 
with its latest supermini

THE MAZDA2 has long been the 
Japanese company’s best-selling 
brand in the UK and its position is 
now strengthened with an eight- 
strong line up of three and five door 
options. 

There’s a lot of competition in the sector so 
Mazda has had no option than to continue to 
improve the range and with prices ranging from 
£10,495 to £13,495 there’s more choice than 
ever. This Mazda may not be quite as refined as 
some of the opposition out there in the super¬ 
mini class but it’s keenly priced and fun enough 
to attract plenty of interest this year. 

The 2 handles sharply with plenty of grip and 
body control and the steering is as responsive 
as any other model in sector. But it doesn’t like 
bumpy conditions too much and the 1.5 Spoprt 
on test jumped around quite a bit too much 
despite a stiff bodyshell, soft mountings for the 
rear trailing arms and re-tuned rear dampers. 

Equipment levels on the Mazda2 range have 
always been generous for a B-segment super¬ 
mini. Every model comes with remote central 
locking, air-conditioning, electric front windows, 
electric door mirrors, a piano black centre stack, 
CD radio with USB connectivity and a Thatcham 
Category 1 alarm. 

Moving up the range, the TS 2 Automatic 
model features 15-inch alloy wheels, side and 
curtain airbags, leather steering wheel with

audio controls, two additional audio speakers, 
60/40 split rear seats, trip computer with speed 
alarm and Dynamic Stability Control (DSC). 

The Tamura model adds 16-inch alloy wheels 
and a Sports Styling Kit with side skirts, rear 
spoiler, privacy glass on 5-door models and four- 
cylinder headlights over the TS 2 model and 
removes DSC. 

The Sport model on test looked the part in 
Spirited Green Metal colour and featured 16- 
inch alloy wheels, sports seat trim, front fog 
lights, rear parking sensors, dusk-sensing lights 
and rain-sensing front wipers, cruise control, cli¬ 
mate control air-conditioning, electric rear win¬ 
dows and privacy glass. 


With a top speed of 115mph and 0-60 in 
under 11 seconds the Mazda is an exciting drive 
but still has impressive fuel returns with 48.7mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

Visibility is good and the dash layout mixes 
chunky rotary heater dials and clearly labeled 
stereo buttons. There’s plenty of seat adjust¬ 
ment but the steering wheel only adjusts for 
height so if you’re of the long-legged variety 
things aren’t as comfortable as in a lot of the 
opposition models. 

The cabin is constructed from sturdy stuff and 
the plastics look like they will wear well while the 
2’s reliability was rated as above average in the 
2012 JD Power survey. 


There’s all the safety equipment you would 
expect from a top-end model with side and cur¬ 
tain airbags and stability control. Deadlocks, an 
alarm and an engine immobiliser are fitted to 
keep intruders at bay. 

The 2 is a four seater but you wouldn’t want 
to travel that far as a rear seat passenger, though 
the five door on test did make things easier for 
getting in and out.Boot space of just 250litres 
was disappointing and failed the golf club test 
but with rear seats folded there was 787litres of 
space. 

The Mazda2 looks the part and blends the 
brand’s ‘family face’ with a large five-point grille 
and large Mazda badge.

slide to favour legroom or boot space. One thing 
is certain the Tiguan is a stunning looking car 
and would be at home parked on any drive. This 
VW is right up there as one of the best all-round 
crossovers on the market. 

You might find some rivals with more equip¬ 
ment thrown in but they may lack the quality of 
the Tiguan.Two and four-wheel-drive versions 
are available, and its tall ride height, protective 
plastic bumpers and grippy off-road tyres mean 
it’s capable of dealing with the worst the coun¬ 
tryside can throw at it. 

BlueMotion technology versions use start- 
stop and regenerative braking to save fuel so 
the Tiguan scores well when counting those run¬ 


ning cost pennies.AII versions come with alloy 
wheels and plastic scuff guards as standard but 
base-spec S models do without the attractive 
chrome trim on the windows and roof rails. 

Inside, the cabin is very well built, the trade¬ 
mark twinned air-vents add a unique touch. SE 
models upwards are well equipped, but features 
such as Bluetooth and cruise control are expen¬ 
sive options. 

Both petrol and diesel versions can be spec¬ 
ified with two or four-wheel-drive and in BlueMo¬ 
tion technology trim. The latter adds automatic 
start-stop, regenerative braking and longer gear¬ 
ing to improve fuel economy and emissions. 

The R-Line on test is based on the already 


generous SE trim level, and adds bi-xenon 
headlights, stunning 18-inch ‘Mallory’ alloy 
wheels, painted in Sterling Silver with black 
wheelarch extensions, body-coloured unique 
front and rear ‘R’ design bumpers and rear 
spoiler. 

Inside, the theme continues with front sport 
seats and two-tone upholstery, R-Line logo on 
the front head restraints, leather multifunction 
steering wheel with aluminium inlay and R-Line 
logo and stainless steel pedals. 

As befits its sporty styling and position in the 
range, the R-Line is available with the Tiguan’s 
three most powerful engines. These are the 2.0- 
litre TSI with 210 PS and 4MOTION four-wheel 


drive, plus Volkswagen’s popular 2.0-litre com¬ 
mon rail TDI engine with either 140 or 170 PS 
and 4MOTION. 

All R-Line models come with a six-speed man¬ 
ual gearbox. Carbon dioxide emissions for all 
models are under 200 g/km: the petrol model 
emits 199 g/km, while the diesels are at 150 and 
158 g/km for the 140 and 170 PS respectively. 

Prices start at £28,020 for the R-Line 140 PS. 
There is a £680 premium for the 170 PS diesel, 
with the petrol model costing £28,435. 

The model on test hit top speed at 116mph 
and reached 0-62mph in 10.2 seconds, while 
producing impressive figures of 48.7mpg on the 
combined cycle.

New Kuga from Ford 
is a winner all-round 


I know you’re supposed to 
choose your family transport with 
sensible features like boot space 
and economy at the top of the 
list - and driving pleasure near 
the bottom, bumping along with 
alloy wheel options and the 
cupholder count. 

Well, Ford wasn’t listening when this agenda 
was published and the new Kuga, a fresh take 
on the successful first version, goes straight to

the top of the class for anyone who doesn’t 
want to lose the fun of driving, moving from a 
nimble hatch to family holdall. 

And, after listening to the people who bought 
Kuga Mkl, the newcomer is roomier in the back 
and boot (but a tiny bit narrower and lower) and 
actually cheaper, model for model than the car 
it replaces. That shows both the pace of 
progress in making things for less, and per¬ 


haps, reflects the sobering fact that today’s new 
Ford faces a formidable 38 rivals, when only 19 
threatened nine years ago. 

Still, it’s worth Ford giving the new Kuga its 
best shot. When the first ones arrived in 2008 the 
market for SUVs was modest; today the sports 
utility vehicle is the third largest new car sector. 

And a highly profitable one, I’ll wager, with 
buyers happy to add to the bottom line with 
tasty extras. 

Prices now start at £20,895, more than 
£1,000 less than the last model’s entry level ver¬ 
sion. That buys a 1.6 litre petrol Kuga in Zetec 
trim and front-wheel drive. 


Only one in ten buyers are likely to take this 
route, preferring instead to head up the price 
list for a diesel with all four wheels driven. The 
range tops out at £29,795 for the automatic 
diesel in Titanium X trim, but the non-X Tita¬ 
nium test car is the predicted biggest seller. 

That costs £355 less than before but adds 
a little more power and economy, along with 
easily folded rear seats (a single lever’s tug 
each side), emergency assist, which calls 999 
if you can’t after a crash, hill start assist, which 
keeps the brakes on for a moment as you foot 
moves to the accelerator pedal, and 
enhanced cruise control with speed limiter. 


Pay £700 more and you’ll amaze your 
friends by opening the boot with a waggle of 
a foot beneath the rear bumper, where sen¬ 
sors detect your request and play Open 
Sesame. It closes the same way and would 
save you dropping arm-loads of shopping on 
a wet supermarket car park. Cheaper to buy 
less shopping, though. 

Parked alongside the old model, the 2013 
Kuga looks sharper and more interesting, with 
the same wraparound headlight treatment 
you’ll find on a Focus, which also, more sub¬ 
tly, donates the platform the car is built on and 
which makes it so good to drive.

Perhaps the opposition (newcomers from 
Honda and Toyota with CR-V and RAV4, 
respectively, spring to mind) lack the simple 
joy of driving that modern Fords almost 
always provide, and which the height and 
extra ground clearance of the Kuga does little 
to dilute. 

The test car’s 161bhp diesel pushed the 
Kuga along with poise and verve, its steering 
feeling utterly connected to the road and 
gears ready to click into the next ratio like 
something more Silverstone than Surbiton. 

A brief foray off-road proved the Kuga will 
cope with flinty tracks and grassland churned 
gently towards mud by fellow Kugarists. A 
gymkhana parking field will hold no horrors. 

It managed the road test route with a cer¬ 
tain firmness, that was oddly, but pleasantly, 
lacking in a cheaper, less powerful diesel 
(£23,395 in Zetec trim) that also felt sweeter 
under the bonnet and hardly slower than its 
more powerful sibling. The bargain of the 
range, perhaps?
